The statement fegarding North-West 
funds, published in this paper two 
weeks ago, is quoted by the Edmonton 
Bulletin, which says that “ it discloses, 
if correct, a very serious condition of 
“affairs in regard to North-West 
“funds. It appears that out of $220, 
“000 which wns appropriated by 
“parliament at the preceding session 
* for the expenses of government in 
* the North-West for the year ending 
on the first of this month, and placed 
“ under the contro) of thé North-West 
* Assembly, $45,000 bas been expend- 
* ed by the North-West executive in 
* the relief of distrees in the Regina 
and adjacent districts last fall, under 
promise of the Minister of Interior

But & 
little later when the Ottawa authorities 
blankly refused to take action them- 
selves, while promising to recoup the 
Executive for all necessary expenditure 
in the case, we thought, and we 
think yet, that it was expedient for 
the Executive to take «ction. It 
would be most unfair at this 
juncture to place upon the Exe- 
cutive the whole burden of blame 
for the wistake. In the first 
place the Executive was approached 
by bodies of the affected farmers. 
Later the members of the Assembly 
were pressed to intercede with ‘Dom 


inion ministers. The Assembly res |. 


ponded by despatching delegates to 
meet Mr. Daly at Winnipeg. All the 
time our Dominion Member was howl- 
ing at the Executive to “ get tu work.” 

The Executive's action was endorsed by 
the Dominion 'Member, by the Assem-. 
bly, and by the people. It the mistake 
be a blameable one, then are we all to 
be blamed ‘equally with the Executive.

summary of Speech Delivered 
by Jno. K. McInnis of Regina 
at the Orange Demonstration 
at Winnipeg. 

\s seconder of a strong resolution 
.vainst federal interference with Man- 
ictoba, J. K. McInnis of Regina, the 
candidate for the Commons of the Pat- 
rons of West Assiniboia, is repbrted by 
the Winnipeg Tribune to‘have spoken 
ts foliows: 

Mr. McInnis said it was fair to as- 
sume that the majority of those whom 
he was privileged to address, were resi- 
dents of this prairie province. He and 
many others had come from the great 
territories beyond to tell their brethren 
here and the people of Manitoba in 
veneral, that the North-West was 
proud of Manitoba's stand upon the 
school question. The Territories had 
common cause with the province in 


this matter, for separate schools and 
duu language systems had been foisted 


vpon-them in their Territorial consti- 
tution, Tf Manitoba should sucered in 
maintaining her national school system 
there would be encouragement for | the 
people of the Territories to persevere 
in the same direction, This young and 
vigorous province had set many worthy 
exunples to many parts of the Domin 

ion, She has successfully contended 
for better terms ; for the abolition of 
riilway monopoly ; and in her efforts to 
vaintain her-national schools partyiem 
was thrown aside in the support of | 
jrinciple, At first the people of 
Manitoba and the North-West were 
inbved with that strong party feeling 
which is so prevalent in the older 
provinces, and which has worked and 
is stiil working great injury to our fair 
Dommion. But the clear skies-aod 
broad plains of ghe North West and 
tire fact that our institutions are ina 
formative condition all tended to the 
dissipation of partyism and to the pro- 
motion of patriotism. There was no 
doubt that at the outset the province 
was strongly Conservative, but hund- 
reds of strong supporters of that party 
tocked under the Liberal banner when 
the latter party in this province espous- 
ed the cause of non-sectarian edu. 
cation. This’ was proof, men were 
learning to place principle before party. 
Another remarkable instance of the 
same thing was that the city of Win- 
nipeg, some time ago, elected a sup- 
porter of the present Federal govern- 
inent by a majority of 700 and that 
upon his resigning, an opponent to the 
yovernment was elected, The majority 

of 700 vanished and with it an ad- 
ditional 300 which constituted the new 
majority. If Winnipeg wished. mere 
temporary gain, she might have chosen 
to stand in with the party in power, 
hut having just grievances she ex- 
pressed them in the manner provided 
by the constitution, viz: At the ballot 
box. Public sentiment of Canada as 
expressed to-day throughout the press 
and upon the platform demanded a 
similar opportunity to pronounce. upon 
the question of national schools. The 
idea of a moribund parliament. which 
was elected at a tinre when this question 
was not/an issue aftempting to deal 
with it was altogether inconsistent 
with constitutional usage and popular 
rights. If Sir Mackenzit. Bowell 
calculated that because he was ‘an ex: 
grand master of the. Orange order, 
Orangemen would stand by him on 
this éccasion he had reckdned without 
his host, Gates @€ this broad ‘land 
were thrown open and immigrants of 
every nationality, kindred, tongue and 
creed made welcome and every man 
accorded @ right to under his 
vine and fig tree an But in 
order that a homogenous netionality 
might be evolved from these different 
elements it was necessary that the 


state should see to the education of the 


youth end tq accomplish this no 


. 
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the very hand of the perpetrator of 
two rebellions. Here too the pioneers 
of the Portage Piajnsand other citizens 
were deprived of tiherty by being in- 
earcerated in old F: rt Garry, suffering 
insult and all the horrors of suspense. 
Whata change a quarter of a century 
has brought! Mr. McInnis coneladed 
in » brilliant appeal to his hearers to 
prove worthy sons of worthy sires and 
to transmit to their children unimpair- 
ed their blood - bought rights and 
liberties. For : 


« * Who would be a traitor knave ; 
Who would fill a coward’s grave: 
Who so base as te a slaveé; 

Let him turn end flee.” 


He had great pleasure in seconding 
the resolution and earnestly hoped that 
the people of this new west would 
stand shoulder to shoulder and if 
necessary, face death itself in the main- 
tenance of the principle of justice to 
all and special privileges to none. 
Thus only would they be true to the 
past, true to themselves in the present 
and true to their posterity.
